MANILA (A P )—Senate P resi­ 
dent Ferdinand E. M arcos ap­ 
peared today to have alm ost won 
the 
Philippine 
presidency 
but 
President Diosdado M acapagal. 
seeking a second term , refused 
to concede. 


Unofficial 
retu rn s 
com piled 
by the Philippine News Service 
gave M arcos a 614,095-vote lead 
in T uesday’s election, still an 
alm ost unbeatable m argin 
al­ 
though sm aller than it was e a r­ 
lier.

from 
about 70 per cent of the estim at­ 
ed 8.5 million votes gave M ar­ 
cos 3.015,271 votes to M acapa- 
g al’s 2,401,176. 


Fernando Lopez, running for 
vice president with M arcos, led 
G erardo Roxas, son of a lorm er 
president, by 114,376 votes — 2,- 
770,099 to 2,655.723. 


In official returns from less 
than half of the country's 45,234 
precincts, M arcos was leading 
by 340,277 votes. The official 
tally from 28.110 precincts was 
M arcos 2,299,306, M acapagal 1,- 
959.029. 
M arcos, 48, a w ar hero from 
the N acionalista party, was con­ 
fident of victory. He said he 
could lose only through “ m as­ 
sive and unthinkable fraud.” 
But M acapagal, 55, considers 
the election still undecided and 
won’t concede until official re­ 
turns are com pleted, a source 
close to the Liberal party presi­ 
dent said. 
The president's press office 
said returns from pro-M acapa- 
gal precints on the islands of 
Luzon and M indanao will put 
him ahead in the official tally.

U.S. Sen George A Smathers. D-Fla., is call­ 
ing attention to reduction of relief p ay ments 
In states whose welfare adm inistrators think 
higher Old Age benefits justify a cutback in 
state sp ending. 
Sen. Smathers p oints out this was not the 
p urp ose of the Social Security hike. The p ur­ 
p ose was to give beneficiaries of Old Age cov­ 
erage a kind of cost-of-living increase 
This p urp ose will be thwarted if states simul- 
taneously reduce welfare p ay ments. 
At the same ttme, it will have been another 
vivid and unneeded demonstration 
of 
what 
hap p ens to state resp onsibility in what was 
sup p osed to be a federation sovereign states 
Resp onsibility vanishes whenever state au­ 
thorities think they can shift it over to the 
central government in Washington. 


It is not a case and never has been of federal 
p re-emp tion of state resp onsibilities. It alway s 
has been a case of the federal government's 
moving into a vacuum created by the states’ 
inability or unwillingness to do what needed to 
be done. 
All the p ressure has been in the direction of 
p ushing more resp onsibility toward Washington 
and away from state cap itals, even in irrecon­ 
cilable Southern states unwilling to accep t the 
Constitution but more than willing to accep t 
all federal money they can lay their hands 
on 
Somehow, the idea of cutting down on state 
relief p ay ments to take advantage of a federal 
hike in Social Security reduces the whole thing 
to absurdity at the ex p ense of the old and 
help less.

D E L .-(N E A )-P o p . a • p ill- 
in-the-mouth p rotection against the most com­ 
mon ty p es of ep idemic influenza is under gov­ 
ernm ent study as a rep lacement for shot-in-the- 
arm vaccines. 
Oral immunization against the A strains of 
the resp iratory disease has been develop ed by 
the DuPont laboraiories. 
It awaits only ap ­ 
p roval of the Food and Drug Administration 
to stifle the sniffles and avert the aches and 
p ains—and sometimes death—brought on by 
the 
widesp read, 
and 
somewhat 
my sterious, 
virus infection. 
Hie easy -to-take 
p reventive couldn't 
have 
come at a better time. The American Medical 
Assn , with characteristic restraint, has warned: 
•'There may be an increase in influenza in the 
United States this w inter.” Equally restrained, 
the Public Health Service forecasts: “ Increased 
amounts of influenza may be ex p ected in the 
coming season " 
THE NEW ORAL p reventive of strains whicn 
include variants of Asian flu will be marketed 
under the trade name of Sy mmetrel. If DuPont 
is authorized to m arket it. the comp ound will 
be available by p rescrip tion only . 
Sy mmetrel is the first p harmaceutical DuPont 
has develop ed for the consumer m arket. It is 
one of the results of 12 y ears in time and almost 
100 man-y ears of effort by p rofessional p erson­ 
nel in the Comp any ’s research p rogram into 
the control of virus diseases through chemis­ 
try -. 
It was started at a time when many 
scientists felt this would be imp ossible. 
DuPont gave Sy mmetrel ex tensive laboratory 
and clinical tests for safety and effectiveness 
before submitting the comp ound to the Food and 
Drug Administration 
Just when the govern­ 
ment agency will make its decision has not been 
learned. 
THE FIRST dep endable history of an ep i­ 
demic of influenza was recorded in 1610. Many 
ep idemics were believed to have sp rung from 
Russia, where a reservoir of the disease was 
thought to have ex isted. 
The 1918 ep idemic was one of the worst 
in history , ranking with the Black Death p lague 
of the 14th century . A great p art of the north­ 
ern hemisp here was blanke.ed in the fall of 
1918 . Isolated areas of the world were not af­ 
fected until later. It is estima:ed that more 
than 20 million p eop le p erished in a few months 
and 50 tip ies as many became ill from the 
disease. In the United States 548 .000 died and 
India lost 
4 p er cent of its p op ulation, or 12 5 
million At that time, no one knew the cause of 
the ailment, which was called Sp anish influ­ 
enza. 


In 198 3. viruses were identified as the p rimary 
agents of Influenza A and Influenza B 
IN 1957 there was a world wide ep idemic of 
Asian flu. one of the A strain ty p es. It ap p arent­ 
ly began in China early in the y ear, being de­ 
tected in Ap ril among refugees in Hong Kong. 
It was carried to Singap ore and Taiwan, from 
whence it sp re;.d every where. 
Although p redicting outbreaks of influenza is 
as uncertain as forecasting the behavior of a 
hurricane, according to the AMA, the forecast 
for the coming season is based on the fwo-to 
three-y ear p eriodicity of the disease. The last 
m ajor outbreaks were in 1962-63 and, on the 
West Coast, 1963-64 
Risk of serious results from influenza are p ar­ 
ticularly high among those with chronic heart 
ailments, resp iratory ailments and diabetes and 
in p ersons p ast 45, p regnant women and p a­ 
tients in nursing homes and chronic disease 
hosp itals.

What about the water p ump , the furnace, the 
water heater, the sump p ump ? 
Where's the nex t drink of water commg from? 


Dh y es. about the bathroom, well, y ou know the 
bathroom. No water. 
How long can a human being just sit still 
wondering about things, with no light to read 
by . no electricity to cook with, no gawk box to 
stare into, no squawk box to p ass the time 
with? 
How did the p ioneers stand the eerie still­ 
ness. and is it any wonder they ruined their 
ey es, try ing to read Dy candlelight? 
How did they get warm all over, with noth­ 
ing but firep laces and no electric blankets? 
Did they build a fire every time they fried

What hap p ened on Tuesday night. Nov. 9. 1965, 
y et may become known as the electric shock 
that changed history . A sp ectacular ex amp le of 
how the lives of 30 million p eop le are adversely 
affected without a moment's 
warning can 
only 
bring 
to 
mind what the mechanical de­ 
vices of modem science can 
do to the life of a p eop le, 
either by accident or intent. 
The mere fact that lots of 
p ersons thought immediately 
of sabotage when the imp act 
of the electric-p ower failure 
hit many of the cities and 
Lawrewr* towns simultaneously in eight 
states is an indication of how sensitive the nation 
is to the p ossibility of sudden war in a nuclear 
age. 
Whether the true cause of the interrup tion of 


electric-p ower service will ultimately be found 
attributable to man's failure or to the break 
down of a p iece of machinery , there alway s wii: 
be the thought that a secret agent who know 
the location of vulnerable sp ots in the p ower 
sy stem can inflict colossal damage without b< 
mg observed or detected 
There may be way s to reduce the p otentiu; 
harm that can be done by tamp ering with the 
electric wire ap p aratus of the country , and al­ 
ternate sy stems for emergency doubtless can be 
devised. The feeling of ap p rehension will con­ 
tinue, however, because in a nuclear age it is 
not just the drop p ing of a bomb that would be 
p lanned by the enemy but p reliminary moves 
which could first p araly ze the business 
a n d 
economic life of the country through instantane­ 
ous sabotage of vital facilities. 


WHAT TT ALL emp hasizes is that secrecy arid 
clandestine op erations by an enemy government 
constitute a danger that has not been elimi 
nated and that will require the p ursuit of more 
intensive crusades which seek to convince all 
p eop les that theoretical p eace does not assure 
a comfortable p eace. 


As long as there is friction in the world and 
governments, while p rofessing to be interested 
in p eace, carry on subversion and infiltration 
inside other countries, there will be widesp read 
fear. The two major Communist countries—Rus­ 
sia and Red China — continue to assert their 
right to go into other countries and establish 
secret agencies for the p urp ose of p erforming 
acts of sabotage at critical moments. 


Outwardly , all the p rincip al governments in 
the world today claim to be interested in main­ 
taining p eace. But threats ol war continue, and 
the p ossibility of a nuclear clash is alway s p res­ 
ent. There are, to be sure, interm ittent negotia­ 
tions designed to get agreeements which would 
limit the use of nuclear weap ons or reduce the 
stockp iles but no concerted movement has been 
undertaken as y et to abolish all nuclear bombs 
so the world would be comp letely rid of the 
the menace to civilization that now ex ists. Such 
a p rogram for real disarmament is. of course, 
imp ossible as long as there is mutual distrust. 


ALL THIS background may have no immediate 
connection with the electric p ower failure in the 
United States this week but millions of p eop le 
did associate it instantly with the p ossibility 
that acts of this kind, even though accidental in 
this instance, could some night become inten­ 
tional and be p art of an effort to weaken the 
strongest country in the world. 
There are way s, of course, to p rotect the mili­ 
tary op erations by alternate sy stems of electri­ 
cal p ower and communication and undoubtedly 
industry can similarly be p rotected by aux iliary 
lines. 
The idea that, desp ite modem mechanical 
p rogress, it's feasible for somebody wi’h a hand­ 
ful of tools to sever a major p ower line in an 
unknown sp ot and p ut a nation in darkness for 
several hours Is a worrisome thought for the 
American p eop le today . 
It p oints up the urgent need for renewed ef 
forts to bring governments closer together so 
they may realize that p eace is really a common 
objective 
and that a 
nuclear 
war would 
be suicidal. 


Sometimes 
it 
takes 
unrelated 
incidents 
to awaken the conscience of mankind. The elec­ 
tric p ower failure in the United States unques­ 
tionably will stimulate a significant discussion 
not only in this country but in other countries 
throughout the world.

If thev get frequ en t in ­ 
fection s, in jection s of gamma 
rjlobu lin are giv en for a short 
time. By the time these girls 
are readv for school their gam­ 


ma globu lin produ ction is u su ­ 
ally n ormal.
